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PAINTINGS 

THE  City  of  New  York  began  its  valuable  collection  of  por- 
traits in  1790  by  requesting  President  Washington  "to 
permit  Mr.  Trumbull  to  take  his  portrait  to  be  placed  in 
the  City  Hall  as  a  monument  to  the  respect  which  the  in- 
habitants of  this  City  have  toward  him."  In  the  autumn 
of  1804 — soon  after  the  tragedy  at  Weehawken — the  Common 
Council  commissioned  Colonel  Trumbull  to  paint  the  portrait  of 
Alexander  Hamilton.  The  selection  of  this  artist  was  a  wise  one, 
as  he  had  previously  painted  several  portraits  of  Secretary  Hamil- 
ton from  life.  He  also  made  use  of  Cerracchi's  white  marble  bust 
of  Hamilton  (now  in  the  Lenox  Library).  For  seventy-five  years 
the  Common  Council  continued  this  policy  of  securing  the  portraits 
of  distinguished  men,  not  officially  connected  with  the  State  or 
City,  but  who  by  conspicuous  public  service  had  won  the  admira- 
tion of  its  inhabitants. 

The  series  of  Governor's  portraits  was  begun  in  1791,  when  Colo- 
nel Trumbull  was  commissioned  to  take  the  portrait  of  Governor 
George  Clinton.  The  collection  includes  the  portrait  or  each 
Governor  of  New  York,  from  Governor  George  Clinton  to  Governor 
Dix. 

In  1804  the  Common  Council  commissioned  Colonel  Trumbull  to 
paint  the  portraits  of  "the  chief  magistrates  of  this  City  since  the 
Revolution."  This  order  included  Mayors  Duane,  Varick,  and 
Livingston,  and  the  City  continued  to  have  portraits  of  its  Mayors 
painted  down  to  Mayor  Gunther. 

The  City  has  in  its  collection  four  portraits  of  Washington,  three 
of  Clay,  and  four  of  De  Witt  Clinton.    There  were  two  of  Governor 
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Stuyvesant  painted  and  paid  for  by  the  City,  but  one  of  them  has 
disappeared. 

In  addition  to  securing  for  the  City  this  invaluable  collection  of 
portraits,  the  Common  Council  showed  its  lively  interest  in  art  by 
occasionally  visiting  in  a  body  a  public  exhibition  of  paintings. 
Sometimes  they  not  only  visited  it  themselves  but  passed  a  resolu- 
tion urging  the  citizens  "to  avail  themselves  of  an  opportunity 
to  improve  their  taste"  by  going  to  see  a  painting  such  as  "The 
Court  of  Death,"  by  Rembrandt  Peak,  exhibited  at  the  Academy 
in  1820. 

The  Common  Council  of  Brooklyn  confined  itself  in  the  main  to 
securing  portraits  of  the  Mayors  of  the  City.  It  began  its  collec- 
tion in  1834  with  the  portrait  of  Mayor  George  Hall,  and  attempted 
to  secure  the  portrait  of  every  Mayor  to  1898,  the  year  of  con- 
solidation. It  has  failed,  however,  to  secure  the  portraits  of  three 
Mayors,  who  refused  to  sit  for  their  portrait  on  the  ground  that  in 
their  opinion  it  was  not  a  legitimate  expenditure  of  public  money. 
In  addition  to  its  Mayors,  Brooklyn  purchased  two  of  the  portraits 
of  Washington  and  one  of  Clay.  The  portraits  of  Judges  in  the 
County  Court  House  and  Hall  of  Records  in  Brooklyn  were  all 
presented  to  the  City. 

These  portraits  hang  in  various  public  buildings  throughout  the 
City.  By  far  the  largest  number  are  to  be  found  in  the  City  Hall, 
but  by  referring  to  the  geographical  index,  at  the  end  of  the  book, 
it  will  be  seen  that  they  decorate  the  walls  of  many  municipal 
offices. 

Until  the  establishment  of  the  Art  Commission  in  1898,  the  care 
of  paintings  was  entrusted  to  different  officials,  so  that  at  various 
times  each  of  the  following  have  been  custodians  of  the  paintings: 
The  keeper  of  the  City  Hall;  Clerk  of  Common  Council;  Committee 
on  Arts  and  Sciences,  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 


SCULPTURE 

In  the  years  between  the  founding  of  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment and  1850  various  attempts  were  made  to  induce  the  Common 
Council  to  erect  statues  to  distinguished  men,  and  individuals  and 
certain  societies  sought  to  enlist  the  cooperation  of  the  citizens  to 
honor  men  in  this  way.    All  efforts  to  secure  either  public  or  private 
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funds  for  erecting  statues  were  unsuccessful  during  the  first  sixty 
years  following  the  Revolution.  The  first  piece  of  sculpture 
bought  by  the  City  was  the  white  marble  bust  of  Henry  Clay,  pur- 
chased in  1852^  although  a  few  busts  were  presented  to  the  City 
much  earlier  than  this. 

The  record  in  Brooklyn  and  the  other  boroughs  is  as  bare  as  that 
of  Manhattan.  While,  to-day,  the  City  of  New  York  possesses 
many  statues,  monuments,  and  fountains,  nearly  all  of  them  have 
been  presented  to  the  municipality.  The  citizens  have  been 
liberal  in  this  respect,  and  the  streets  and  parks  are  adorned  in 
many  places  with  masterpieces  of  sculpture. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  catalogue,  it  has  been  found  necessary 
to  examine  the  manuscript  and  printed  proceedings  of  the  legisla- 
tive bodies  of  Manhattan  and  Brooklyn,  the  ledgers  and  journals 
of  the  Comptroller's  office,  as  well  as  many  works  of  reference. 
Until  this  investigation  was  undertaken  comparatively  little  was 
known  about  the  works  of  art  belonging  to  the  city.  This  catalogue 
is  believed  to  give,  for  the  first  time,  accurate  and  authentic  in- 
formation. Nothing  has  been  taken  on  faith.  Every  fact  has 
been  verified.  Wherever  uncertainty  exists  that  fact  has  been 
indicated  and  in  such  cases  it  is  hoped  that  the  circulation  of  this 
catalogue  may  elicit  further  information.  A  card  catalogue  in 
the  offices  of  the  Commission  contains  the  reference  for  every  fact 
stated. 

All  inscriptions  have  been  copied  verbatim,  without  attempting 
to  correct  the  errors,  if  any,  contained  therein.  Where  it  has  been 
possible  to  decipher  the  signature  of  the  artist,  this  has  been  given. 
The  asterisk  (*)  is  used  to  indicate  the  fact  of  official  approval  by 
the  Art  Commission,  before  acquisition  by  the  City. 

In  determining  whether  a  painting,  sculpture,  or  structure  is  a 
work  of  art,  the  definition  used  in  the  Charter  in  defining  the  powers 
of  the  Art  Commission  has  been  liberally  construed.  Section  637 
provides:  "The  term  'work  of  art,'  as  used  in  this  title,  shall  apply 
to  and  include  all  paintings,  mural  decorations,  stained  glass, 
statues,  bas-reliefs,  or  other  sculptures,  monuments,  fountains, 
arches,  or  other  structures  of  a  permanent  character  intended  for 
ornament  or  commemoration." 

In  selecting  the  works  of  art  for  reproduction,  a  somewhat  difi"er- 
ent  method  has  been  adopted  than  is  customary  in  the  ordinary 
catalogue.    Three  factors  have  been  considered  in  the  selection  of 
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an  object  reproduced  in  this  volume — its  excellence  as  a  work  of 
art,  the  prominence  of  the  subject  of  the  portrait  or  statue,  and 
its  rarity. 

It  may  be  mentioned  that  time  has  had  its  effect  upon  many  of 
the  portraits,  and  that  some  of  them  are  so  placed  that  photographs 
suitable  for  successful  reproduction  were  not  obtainable — and  there- 
fore such  subjects  have  lost  much  of  their  original  effectiveness. 

The  portraits  are  arranged  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  ac- 
quired by  the  City.  Those  of  which  no  record  of  their  acquisition 
has  been  found  have  been  placed  at  the  end  of  the  list. 

The  mural  decorations,  stained  glass,  and  sculpture  are  arranged 
geographically. 

This  catalogue  includes  only  the  works  of  art  acquired  by  the  City 
previous  to  September  i ,  1 908.

Extending  part  way  across  the  scene  in 
the  middle  background  is  a  paling,  behind  which,  on  the  left,  are 
long,  low  brick  barracks  with  the  Stars  and  Stripes  floating  from 
a  flagstaff.  New  York  Bay,  covered  with  many  vessels,  is  shown 
as  far  as  the  Narrows,  and  from  its  opposite  shore  rise  the  hills  of 
Staten  Island.

To  the  extreme  left  and  right  of  the  group  are  two 
kneeling  female  figures  carrying  the  ends  of  a  garland  or  red  roses 
which  passes  behind  the  figures.  At  the  foot  of  the  stairway  lead- 
ing to  the  throne,  on  the  right-hand  side,  stands  a  female  figure, 
seen  from  behind,  wearing  a  white  robe  and  yellow  mantle,  hold- 
ing in  her  left  hand  a  scepter.

The  central  figure,  with  her  face  turned  to 
the  left  and  with  her  hands  far  apart,  grasps  the  same  thread  which 
continues  on  across  the  lap  of  the  third  figure  to  a  distaff  wound 
about  with  wool  held  in  her  left  hand.  Her  smiling  face  is  turned 
upward.  A  nude  infant  resting  in  her  lap  clasps  in  its  little  hand 
the  thread.

The  frieze  along  the  entire  north  wall,  facing  the  entrance,  de- 
picts the  Transmission  of  the  Law.  It  is  composed  of  a  representa- 
tion of  The  Law  herself  and  of  eight  historical  groups.  These 
groups  are  joined  by  winged  allegorical  female  figures  in  classical 
draperies,  each  of  whom  holds  a  narrow  scroll.  They  are  sus- 
pended over  a  dark-blue  background  decorated  with  a  monogram 
of  the  word  LEX.

There  follows,  on  the  left  return  of  the  elevator,  a  Roman  em- 
peror, clad  in  a  coat  of  mail  and  red  cloak,  who  sits  enthroned, 
with  a  globe  in  his  right  hand,  a  sword  in  his  left.  To  the  left 
stands  a  Roman  soldier  in  a  red  mantle  with  shield  and  spear.  In- 
scription : 

ROMAN 

Above  the  elevator  and  opposite  the  entrance  is  represented 
"The  Law."  Clothed  in  purple  and  ermine,  a  female  figure  sits 
enthroned,  holding  in  her  right  hand  a  sword  and  in  her  left  the 
scales.  On  each  side  of  her  is  a  winged  female  figure.  They  hold 
above  her  head  a  tablet  inscribed  lex  and  in  their  other  hands 
garlands.

The  central  group  is  arranged  about 
a  marble  exedra,  with  standards  at  either  end,  in  the  midst  of  a 
wooded  landscape  with  a  promontory  and  an  arm  of  the  sea  in  the 
distance.  A  winged  female  figure  in  a  white  robe  and  blue  mantle, 
wearing  a  golden  breastplate,  stands  in  front  of  the  seat  in  the 
center  of  the  exedra,  holding  with  both  hands  a  sword.

This  is  a  bronze  statue,  life  size,  of  Washington  dressed  in  Co- 
lonial costume,  with  his  face  slightly  raised  and  turned  a  little  to 
the  right.  His  left  foot  is  advanced,  with  the  knee  slightly  bent. 
His  right  hand  rests  on  his  cane  standing  out  from  his  body,  and 
his  left  hand  lies  on  a  cloak  lying  over  the  top  of  a  modified  fasces 
nearly  as  high  as  his  shoulder.     Behind  him  stands  a  plow. 

In  the  year  1784  the  State  of  Virginia  appropriated  1,000  guineas 
for  a  statue  of  Washington  to  be  made  of  the  purest  marble  by 
the  most  eminent  sculptor  of  Europe.  Jefferson  and  Franklin 
being  then  in  Europe  were  commissioned  to  make  arrangements. 
They  approached  Houdon,  though  the  sum  was  about  half  his 
usual  price.  He  said  that  it  would  be  the  glory  of  his  life  to  be 
enabled  to  place  his  name  humbly  upon  the  plinth  of  a  statue 
representing  that  good  and  great  man.  Houdon  arrived  in  this 
country  in  the  fall  of  1785.  He  went  direct  to  Mt.  Vernon,  where 
he  remained  a  fortnight  the  guest  of  Washington.  He  made 
plaster  casts  of  Washington's  head  and  his  whole  person  without 
clothing;  of  his  spurs,  watch  seals  and  walking-stick.  These  casts 
were  shipped  to  France,  where,  in  1788,  Houdon  completed  the 
white  marble  statue  which  stands  in  the  State  House  of  Virginia. 
Six  copies  were  made  in  bronze  at  the  foundry  of  W.  J.  Hubard  in 
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1857.  This  copy  was  placed  in  the  City  Hall  in  1859  and  nego- 
tiations to  have  the  city  purchase  it  for  $12,000  were  continued 
for  a  decade.

A  MONOLITH  of  reddish-pink  Syene  granite  from  the  Assouan 
quarries.  It  is  71  feet  in  height,  measures  8  feet  8  inches  in  thick- 
ness at  the  base,  and  weighs  488,000  pounds.  Its  four  sides  are  in- 
scribed with  Egyptian  hieroglyphics,  principally  in  honor  of 
Thothmes  III  (b.c,  i 591-1565,  Lepsius),  who  caused  it  to  be 
erected  before  the  Temple  of  the  Sun  at  Heliopolis.  The  inscrip- 
tions on  one  of  the  sides  are  by  Rameses  II  (1292  to  1225  b.c). 
It  is  mounted  on  a  pedestal  of  the  same  granite,  and  is  kept  in 
place  by  four  bronze  crabs,  reproductions  of  the  original  supports 
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which  are  now  in  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art.  The  base  is 
composed  of  the  original  three  steps  of  Egyptian  limestone.  On 
the  pincers  of  the  four  crabs  are  eight  inscriptions.  Beginning 
with  the  southeast  corner,  they  read  as  follows:
